Passing Show 


By J. 5. COWPER 


From many points throughout United States 
and the British Empire come reports of spon- 
taneous progress in the boycott of Japan. It is 
the answer of the English speaking world to the 
brutal atrocities committed by this fascist nation 
of the Orient, driven by its military masters to 
seek conquest over peace-loving neighbours. 

Last week the Labor and C.C.F, parties of 
Canada approved the boycott; this week the 
American Federation of Labor will deal with it. 
A women's movement to refuse to buy dresses 
or stockings of Japanese silk has been started in 
United States. Orders totalling millions of dol- 
lars for Japanese Christmas novelties have been 
cancelled by the big chain stores. So we muy 
not have from Japan a flood of tin soldiers and 
tanks and machine gunners with guns emitting 
sparks to hang on the Christmas trees this year 
to remind Junior the coming of “peace on earth, 
good-will towards men.” 

* * 

Japan is painfully susceptible to boycott. 
She has impoverished herself to maintain an 
over-sized army and navy on which she had 
spent each year for many past years, more than 
half her total budget. With normal budgets of 
about two billion yen, her total income from all 
sources in normal years is only a little over 14 
billion yen. Her last year’s appropriation of 
1,022,641,000 yen out of a total budget of 2,215,- 
413,809 yen, proved insufficient. It had to be 
augmented by special loans. This year the budget 
of 2,872,000,000 yen had to be augmented by war 
loans of 965,000,000 yen and special taxetion to 
yield 1,313,000,000 yen. 

Japan is a poor nation, Out of her 95,000,000 
population less than a million have taxable in- 
comes of over 1,200 yen ($600 at par; $348 at 
present rates of exchange). Only 30,000 have in- 
comes of $5,000 or more. The per capita income is 
200 yen—about $58 Canadian at present rates—of 
which 40 per cent is taken by the State in 
tatxation. 

This warrior state must import oil, iron, coal, 
steel, copper, nickel, tin, lead, zinc and cotton 
for munitions. To pay for them it exports cotton 
goods, silks and rayon, pottery, light machinery 
and toys. If people abroad stop buying these, 
Japan cannot purchase-munitions save by pay- 
ment in gold from a much-depleted treasury. 

The English-speaking nations hold the issue 
in their hands. The British Empire buys 28 per 
cent of all that Japan sells, and supplies 31 per 
cent of Japan's needs. United States buys 22 per 
cent of what Japan sells and supplies her with 
32 per cent of her requirements. Between them, 
the two English-speaking nations buy 50 per 
cent of all that Japan exports and provides her 
with 63 per cent of all her imports.

Addressing members of the Chinese Ben- 
evolent Society a few nights ago upon the Sino- 
Japanese war, I adjured them not to hate the 
Japanese masses, for they are victims of the 
Japanese militarist class. A friend has mailed me 
a copy of “Globe”—the international magazine. 
It is one of the new de luxe pocket magazines, 
attractively presented and picturized. There's an 
article in it about Rapa, the South Sea island 
of the Austral group, so depleted of men that 
the women—who outnumber the males by seven 
to one—seize and kidnap male visitors, to keep 
in idleness as pets. I should have heard of this 
place 20 years ago. At the moment I am more 
arrested by a poignant letter in the “Globe” sent 
by “one smali unwilling captain” in the Japanese 
army to Dean Seymour Link, of Andrew Jackson 
University, Tennessee. Mitsui had known Link at 
Columbia University, where he and his friend 
Tatsuo had met and loved Chang and Kim. These 
now he must hate and kill. Writing from Tokyo 
on July 15, Mitsui says: 

“Link sensei (teacher): 

“Writing this I do now in great and lament- 
abie haste for the fear is that soon no letters 
will go out. 

War has no respect for the things of the 
heart. And here is War. And here soon one 
small unwilling captain of infantry will wake 
from a night of rest and look around to dis- 
cover that he no longer is honored by the 
friendship of his great friend and teacher in 
America. For War enters into the heart where 
it is not welcome and makes a strange. 
chemistry; and my American friend, who once 
said he had a great love for one small Jap- 
aneses scholar, will think only of many small 
captains if infantry making many unpopular 
battles. He will hold on to the last and say all 
men are brothers and that he still thinks the 
same thoughts and loves the same poetry and 
speaks the same languages with his former 
Japanese brother. But he will remember these 
things better of Chang and Kim than he will 
remember them of Mitsui. For Chang and 
Kim will be in the War on the side where the 
heart leans and Mitsui will be on the side that 
the heart is turned against. And he will forget 
that not a thousand Mitsuis can make a war or 
stop a war. He will forget that Chang and Kim 
and Tatsuo and Mitsui and Larsen and Link 
once walked together beneath thre shade trees 
of the Columbia campus and ate together at 
the cafeteria and read poetry together in many 
languages. 

“And what of Chang and Kim’? They who 

brother their 


once called Mitsui now join 
countrymen in blind hate of a thousand 
Mitsuis. And Mitsui dare not send them a 


letter full of his ancient love. It would mean 
the firing squad, 

“Once upon a time, so long a time it seems, 
Link sensei Wrote in Mitsui’s book English 
translation of a poem by the master of hokku, 
Basho, because Mitsui showed him a scroll 
with green plains that led to Fuji, This is 
written in the heart as War approaches It 
says 

All that comes to pass 
Of the Warrior's proud dream 
Is this summer grass 

“Because the scroll is beautiful and because 
it has memories in it of the happy years in 
America, it is now enclosed as a parting sou- 
venir of Mitsui who will fall in battle with a 
bullet from Chang or from Kim in his heart 
Please to someday inforn brothers that 
their bullets entered Mitsui’s heart only to 
find there love and brotherhood and a great 
sorrow. 

“Here is the death song of Mitsui

ONTARIO'S BATTLE OF YOUTH 


Premier Mitchell Hepburn of Ontario, and his 
spectacular program, has been confirmed by the 
Liberal victory in which he and his party have 
been returmed to power with the loss of only 
three seats. 

The man who has been wielding the big stick 
in Ontario's provincial politics, focussing atten- 
tion on that province with his attitude to power 
concerns, labor organizations, and questions of 
administration, has been given an extension of 
his mandate by an electorate which returned 63 
Liberals, 23 Conservatives, with three other 
parties contributing the other four members. 

All but one of his Cabinet ministers were re- 
elected. 

It is significant that .a Liberal member, 
Gordon Conant, was returned for Oshawa, scene 
of the motor strike called in April by the United 
Automobile Workers of America, a C.1.0. affil- 
iate. It was this strike which resulted in “Mitch” 
Hepburn’s anti-C.1.0. stand. 

“Vindication for Liberalism, and the policies I 
have enunciated,” is how Mr. Hepburn describes 
the victory. And he promised last night: “We 
have only started lifting the burden of taxation 
from the backs of the citizens.” 

Progressive Liberalism is thus shown to be on 
the march, still head-high, in Canada, Ontario 
has placed the seal of approval on the doctrine 
of progress with reform. 

The Ontario election boiled down for most of 
the electorate into a contest between two young 
men, both with personalities more colorful than 
the average. 

“Mitch” Hepburn is 41 years of age. Earl 
Rowe is but 43. 

For this reason, perhaps, the pre-election 
period was marked with an insistence by both 
leaders of the main contending parties, on the 
need for reform. 

Among Mr. Hepburn’s platform planks, was 
the promise to inquire into the whole field of 
municipal taation and obligations, and its rela- 
tion to provincial and Dominion demands. 

Mr. Rowe, as a main contention, promised to 
draw up a plan for modernizing and simplifying 
municipal administration; study recasting of 
assessment laws in harmony with modern con- 
ditions; devise a scheme whereby present-day 
responsibilities would be divided among federal, 
provincial and municipal governments, at the 
same time suggesting an equitable and scientific 
division of revenues, aimed at relief of real 
estate. 

It will be seen that a certain likeness existed 
between the outlook of the two men

both think in terms of modern methods of re- 
form.—Vancouver Sun. 


THE REAL IMMIGRATION PROBLEM 


With the continued demand from various 
quarters for immigration activity on the part 
of the Government, there is now to be seen a 
glimmer of recognition of what such a policy 
really involves. It would mean the loaning of 
millions of dollars by the Canadian Government 
to supplement the funds advanced by the Brit- 
ish Government to bring any considerab!e num- 
ber of British settlers to this country. Apart 
from the opening of the gates to people from 
other countries, it is generally recognized now 
that a large part of our immigration should 
come from Great Britain. Canada’s readiness 
to finance such a movement is the pertinent 
question in the discussion of immigratio: 

Both the railways are deeply interested in 
bringing in new settlers, as are many business 
men, but Dr. W..J. Black, head of the Coloni- 
zation Department of the Canadian National 
Railway, frankly stated in an address before 
the Canadian Chamber of Commerce at Van- 
couver, that British settlers would not come 
here unless this country were prepared to adopt 
adequate measures for their establishment on 
the land. “Adequate measures” means financial 
backing. A resolution was passed by the Can- 
adian Chamber of Commerce urging the Gov- 
ernment to inaugurate “a policy of restrictive 
an selective immigration with a view to secur- 
ing a reasonable number of immigrants, prefer- 
ably of British stock.” And a writer in Canad- 
ian Business, the organ of the Canadian Cham- 
ber of Commerce, says that a plan for the at- 
traction of selected immigrants “should be 
started at once,” and that, “properly financed,’ 
such a plan would be beneficial both to the 
settlers and to Canada. 

The promoters of an emigration movement 
in Great Britain also recognize now that the 
British Government would not pay the whole 
shot, but that the Dominion to which settlers 
were sent would have to assist in the financing. 
A conference for the purpose of developing 
public opinion is to be held in London next 
month, and a resolution that has been placed 
in the agenda urges the Government to ask the 
Dominions to consider immigration and to indi- 
cate their “readiness to give credit facilities” 
for approved settlement schemes. 

It is incongruous, of course, that Canada 
should continue to have unused opportunities 
for a large population and that the country 
should sweat under the heavy overhead cost 
of the national equipment which was provided 
in the expectation of more rapid growth. Can- 
ada also leaves herself open to criticism for 
keeping her lands vacant when other countries 
are over-crowded. That is all clear enough, 
but when it comes to dealing with the question 
of immigration, the way is not so easy 

Two questions arise. Is it desirable that the 
Dominion Government should co-operate in 
financing a scheme of assisted land settlement? 
And if so, can the country afford it? 

Taking the second question first, many will 
ask if the Government can spare the money to 
bring more people into the country when it can- 
not afford the money to provide employment 
for tens of thousands of Canadians who are suf- 
fering through prolonged idieness. They will 
ask if it can afford the money when it seems to 
think that it cannot take over the whole cost 
of old age pensions, and cannot take from the 
cies the crushing. burden of unemployment 
relief, They will also cite the failure to deal 
with the housing problem in its most serious 
phase.-Winnipeg Free Press.
